To harness up the ‘‘ pranc- 
ing pro-consul’’ and the ‘little Englander,’’ the 
‘hard-boiled Tory’’ and the ‘‘raw radical,’’ and 
make them pull together was a task that fow 
men would have undertaken, and that still fewer 
could have accomplished.

Since 1893, when the prise-win 
ning wheat of the Chicago Worltl's 
Fair was grown here, Peace River
